during tho Franco-German war, and subse- 
quently during tho revolt of Paris; ho had 
suffered tho hardships of French convict 
lifo, aud was then in full flight from ono 
kind of peril to another; but, withal, ho do- 
menned himself as though his resources had 
hot yet boen tested.
